Members of the Romulus Education Association 
negotiating team Mrs. Peg Ross, Richard Kahle, John 
Domas and Jim Hart, met with Mrs. Fran Petre, president of 
the Romulus Area PTA Council, Friday, to outline their 
mutual concerns relative to current and future teacher 
contract negotiations. 

As a result, a meeting was scheduled, to include PTA 
leaders, community members and REA representatives, at 1 
p.m. on Thursday, July 29, at Cory Elementary School, 35200 
Smith Rd. 

Mrs. Petre indicated that in her opinion PTA members and 
citizens were concerned about many of the items that are 
being discussed in negotiations. ‘‘Most of the things we talked 
about were matters that have also been discussed in PTA 
meetings and school related gatherings through the years.” 


said Mrs. Petre. ‘‘However, I would like for the membership 
to hear the negotiators themselves and voice their own 

° P Jim Hart, executive director for the REA, extended to the 
PTA groups and community members, the good will and 
interest of the teacher’s group. 

He affirmed that the welfare and education of the children 
of Romulus was the primary interest of both groups. 
“Teachers want to be more responsive to the community 
they serve.” he said, ‘‘We want to reflect the attitudes and 
aspirations of the people.” 

He indicated the teacher group’s interest in working with 
PTA and citizen groups during the coming year to develop 
suggestions for changes and innovations that might be in¬ 
cluded in future negotiations. “We see parents and teachers 


working together in a cooperative effort for the benefit of the 
children.” he said. 

Parent-Teacher Conferences were cited as an example of 
cooperation between the two groups. (Parent conferences at 
the secondary level were dropped during the past year. PTA 
Council had petitioned the school board to reinstate them in 
current negotiations.) 

According to Richard Kahle, chief negotiator, it was 
because of community concern that Parent- Teacher Con¬ 
ferences were included as an item in this year’s teacher 
negotiations. 

While the negotiating team did not minimize the im¬ 
portance of salary increases, they emphasized that they were 
only interested in remaining competitive in the Wayne 
County area. They affirmed that they were asking for in¬ 
creases over their present wages. Kahle quoted statistics on 
a national average of labor settlements that show increases 


first 

in excess of 9 percent over last year’s salary settlements. 

Of greater importance, according to teacher negotiators, 
are several non-economic items, that have not as yet been 
acted upon. Foremost, said Kahle, is increased use of 
remedial programs. “Our position is that students with 
learning disabilities require specialized classroom ex¬ 
periences (Remedial reading, crisis rooms for emotionally 
disturbed, etc.). We feel that these problems must be solved 
in the elementary grades.” said John Domas, junior high 
counselor, “If a youngster hasn’t learned to read, for 
example, by the time he gets to junior high school, the 
problem is so fixed it is almost impossible to correct.” 

The teacher group is asking for additional staff for con¬ 
centrated efforts in the elementary buildings for remedial 
programs. They ask that the number of children to be served 
be determined by classroom teacher evaluation and testing.

The administrative and legislative offices of the 
City of Romulus are now housed in the city’s new 
and air-conditioned Municipal Building. 

Moving operations from the old city hall, located 
at 36572 Goddard Rd. at Sterling, to plush quarters 
at 11111 S. Wayne Rd. near Goddard Rd. were 
conducted over Friday and Saturday. 

City officials led by Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
and city employes along with various department 
heads moved office equipment, records and other 
city hall materials to the new structure. 

On Monday it was business as usual at the new 
Municipal Building. 

The new city hall, one of four buildings planned 


for the communitys’ municipal Complex, is a two- 
level facility with' more than 14,000 square feet of 
floor space. The building is modem in every detail 
and is constructed of blond brick. 

City officials are located in large and well- 
arranged offices. 

The new council chamber, located on the first 
floor has a seating capacity of 144 persons. Mem¬ 
bers of council are afforded ample room around a 
court-bench type desk spread across the front of the 
council chamber. 

The room is complete with anamplifyingsystem. 

A community room for club and service 
organization meetings is located on the lower level 
of the building.

New bids will be taken 
on sewer construction 


The taking of new sealed 
contract bids for phase one of 
Romulus’ 1971 water and 
sanitary sewer construction 
program has been authorized 
by City Council. 

Council’s action was based 
on recommendations of Wade, 
Trim & Associates, Inc., of 
Taylor, the city’s consulting 
engineers. 

In April, the city council 
approved the letting of 
contract bids for the 
community’s $900,000 plus 
water and sanitary sewer 
program. 

Charles C. Heilman, of 
Wade & Trim Associates 
reported to council that only 
three of the 13 bidders 
obtaining plans have 
submitted bids. He said that 


the low bid exceeded the 
proposed construction cost by 
approximately $174,000. 

He also reported to council 
that five contractors that did 
not bid but took out plans have 
been contacted and they 
indicated a desire to submit a 
proposal if the project was re¬ 
bid. 

“The consensus of opinion 
from these contractors was 
that most projects in this area 
had so many bidders, they did 
not bother. Plus, several 
indicated that because of the 
long week-end, they did not 
complete their bid.” Heilman 
said.

City starting taxing job 


The City of Romulus will 
begin collecting the city 
portion of the 1971-72 taxes on 
approximately Aug. 15, City 
Treasurer Albert Glinski 
announced Monday. 

This is the first summer that 
Romulus is collecting only the 
city tax portion of property 
tax assessments. Previously 
Romulus collected a 
combination tax. 

The county and school tax 
portions of the 1971-72 
properly tax levies will be due 
on Dec. 1 as in previous years, 
Glinski reported. 

Any city special assessments, 
such as street lighting, 
delinquent water and sewer 
bills, etc., will be collected 
with the city taxes in August. 


Tax bills will be payable 
without penalty within 90 days 
of the date of mailing, and 


may be paid to the treasurer’s 
office in the new Romulus City 
Hall, located at 11111S. Wayne 
Rd. near Goddard Rd. 

For the convenience of their 
customers, all the Romulus 
branches of the 
Manufacturers National 
Bank, Security Bank & Trust, 
Wyandotte Savings Bank, 
Wayne Bank in the City of 
Wayne and; the National Bank 
of Detroit will accept city tax 
payments. 

The millage for Romulus for 


1971 is as follows: City 
Operation, $5.60; Water 
Millage, $3; and Sewer Tax, 
$4, or a total tax assessment 
by the city of $12.60 per $1,000 
of assessed property 
valuation, state equalized. 

The county tax assessment 
for the 1971 year is $7.16 and 
the school tax is $30.67 per 
$1,000 of assessed property 
valuation, state equalized. 

In reviewing a typical home 


in a Romulus subdivision 
having an assessed evaluation 
of house and lot of $3,950, 
Glinski disclosed the city tax 
computation as follows: 

The slate equalization 
factor for the City of Romulus 
this year is $1.58. Multiply the 
$3,950 by this factor to arrive 
at a state equalization value of 
$6,241. This figure is then 
multiplied by the city tax rate 
of $12.60. The 1971-72 city tax 
assessment would be $78.63. 
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Other uC "tend com 
missions were also forced to 
conduct their meetings at the 
Waterboard Building. 

Construction of the 
Municipal Complex was under 
the supervision of the 
Romulus Building Authority, 
composed of three members. 
Howard Dubisky, president;

The building authority, in 
1969, obtained approval from 
the Michigan Municipal 
Finance Commission on a 
$1,975,000 bond issue to 
finance the two initial 
structures of the municipal 
complex. 

Manufacturers National 
Bank was the successful 
bidder on the purchase of the 
bond issue. 

When the present bond issue 
and others that will be 
required to finance the 
municipal complex are 
retired, ownership of the 
buildings will pass onto the 
city. 

The bonds will be retired by 
rental proceeds.

after to increase the wages of its experienced 
master degreed teachers by less than one per 
cent. 

It has been argued that in this time of 
teacher surplus the board can afford to offer 
such salary inducements and still attract 
quality teachers. This is not the case. In that 
surplus are many more poorly qualified 
teachers. 

It is the unqualified teacher who will be 
attracted to a district where a teacher with a 
decade of experience can look foreward to 
losing 6.2 per cent of his buying power each 
year. 

The Westwood school system has an 
unfortunate reputation because of its history 
of racial strife, political bickering and 
teacher relations. This will not attract true 
teachers. 

It is time that the district began to dispel 
that reputation. The time to turn the corner 
and to begin the hard work of creating a top 
quality school district is here. 

This is a day of intense competition for 
every job available and any child coming out 
of a crippled school district is going to have 
his opportunities lessened. 

It is time that the board and the teachers 
realize that their first responsibility is to the 
children. The school board was not elected by 
the voters to wage open warfare with anyone 
holding a teacher’s certificate. 

The opportunity is here and only the most 
callous and narrow-minded can avoid 
realizing this. 

The board has three new members: a new 
president, vice-president and treasurer, Dr. 
Hunt has been superintendent less than three 
weeks and a reasonable recommendation has 
been delivered by the factfinder. 

We urge the board to reassess its position in 
negotiations and to behave with the education 
of its children in mind. 

It is essential for these children to get a 
competitive educaton. To do this the district 
must attract top-notch teachers with a 
competitive salary schedule. 

The factfinder has pointed out several 
methods the school district can afford to pay 
its teachers, maybe it is time to listen to his 
report instead of arguing.

Welfare expenses rise sharply

For the second time in its 1971 session, the 
legislature has had to pass supplementary ap¬ 
propriations to enable the department of social 
services to pay its bills. 

Because of a sharp rise in welfare costs the 
department’s expenses had exceeded its ap¬ 
propriation for the 1970-71 fiscal year. 

The fifst bill granted the department $50 million 
to carry it through the rest of the year. When this 
sum proved inadequate, it was necessary recently 
to authorize an additional $25 million to keep the 
department in the black to the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30. 

The bill provides money to continue Aid To 
Dependent Children (ADC) for the rest of the 
month, and to pay for medical, hospital and 
pharmaceutical services. Without approval of the 
measure, the department would have had to tem¬ 
porarily stop its ADC payments. 

The social services department reports a 
staggering increase in its caseload during the past 
year. At one point it was increasing at the rate of 
3,500 cases a month but this has now leveled off to 
about 1,800 cases a month. 

Meanwhile, the House appropriations committee, 


prompted by a newspaper claim that welfare 
abuses have resulted in a loss of $15 million, met 
with representatives of the social services and 
treasury departments and the governor’s and 
auditor general’s offices. 

Although the committee determined that losses 
came closer to $1 million than $15 million, it did 
receive suggestions to tighten regulations. The 
committee was told that much of the loss is due to 
checks re-issued to cover checks which recipients 
said were lost or stolen. 

The House Appropriations Subcommittee on 
social services has been conducting a study into 
welfare fraud and abuse, the employment of 
welfare recipients, administrative procedures and 
eligibility and inter-governmental relations. 

The study has produced recommendations for 
additional funds and increased efforts to locate 
absent fathers and thus reduce state costs for Aid 
To Dependent Children and for an appropriation to 
permit the social services department to perform 
an intensive audit to staff performances. 

Also signed was a supplemental appropriations 
bill of $400,000 for the financially-troubled Wayne 


County Community College. The additional money 
does not solve all of the college’s immediate 
problems, but will help pay operational expenses. It 
has been estimated that as much as $200,000 more is 
needed just to carry the college through the current 
fiscal year. It is also estimated that the school will 
need some $2.5 million for its past debts and 
obligations. 

Earlier in the session, the House passed a bill to 
require Blue Cross to contract with all state- 
licensed hospitals in Michigan, rather than dealing 
with some hospitals and not others. The Senate has 
made certain changes in the proposal by sub¬ 
stituting its own bill for the House measure and sent 
the substitute bill back to the House. 

In addition to requiring the hospitalization in¬ 
surance company to contract with all state-licensed 
and municipally-owned hospitals, it would man¬ 
date contracts with any licensed extended-care 
facility and any county medical care facility ap¬ 
proved by the state for post-hospital care. 

The Senate substitute stipulates that such ex¬ 
tended care contracts provide subscriber payment 
to the facility in keeping with the cost of the care but 
not to exceed 50 per cent of the average cost of care 
reimbursement made to local general hospitals.

Legislators scramble 
for vet bills action 


Motherhood and a bumper 
crop won’t get as much 
attention as the Vietnam 
veteran returning home to a 
stumbling economy. 

Legislators are scrambling 
for action and credit in their 
running start on a bonus and 
educational and housing 
benefits. 

The only certain thing at the 
moment is that voters will be 
asked to approve a $100 
million bond issue, a process 
followed after World War II, 
and the Korean conflict. 


Various versions of the 
program have surfaced in the 
legislature and efforts are 
being made to coordinate 
them into a package for the 
ballot this fall at the earliest. 

Patrick Joy, a senior at 
Michigan State University 
who won’t benefit, spoke as 
president of the Michigan 
Association of College 
Veterans: 

“When our fathers returned 
from World II, they returned 
to a booming economy, many 
of them returned to jobs they 
held previous to the war. 

“Those who wished to 
further their education 
received $500 a year for tuition 
and fees, plus a living 
allowance of from $75 to $120 a 
month. In addition (they) 
received a cash bonus. 


“These benefits encouraged 
close to 50 per cent of the men 
returning to attend some type 
of educational, vocational or 
technical training. Today, 
only 20 percent of the Vietnam 


And the issue gains 
momentum when lawmakers 
remember that the voting age 
has been dropped from 21 to 18 
in all national, state and local 
elections. 

Federal statistics show that 
theG.I. bill of rights for World 
War II veterans paid for itself 
in increased taxes paid after 
educational training, not to 
mention other benefits. 

State Selective Service 
officials estimate 250,000 
Michigan veterans of Vietnam 
will claim one or all of the 
three benefits, education, the 
home or business loan and the 
bonus. 

Lawmakers want to push for 
the educational package for 
veterans first, then tackle the 
bonus question. 

Joy estimated that almost 17 
per cent of the Vietnam 
veterans returning have not 
yet completed high school and 
the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission says 
unskilled workers have 
invaded the job market. 

The best available 
estimates show that the bonus 
will cost $75 million and the 
educational and other benefits 
$100 million. The only source 
for retiring the bonds now is 
the state’s crisis-ridden 
general fund. 

Whatever the condition of 
the state treasury and 
whatever the pangs over fiscal 
and tax reform in Michigan, 
its veterans of Vietnam have 
the promise: 

They will gel benefits 
designed by lawmakers and 
the taxpayers will pick up the 
tab.

He said the unemployment 
figure for the returning 
veteran is double the 8 per 
cent plus shown for the rest of 
Michigan’s economv. 

The first bonus bill was 
started last year by Russell 
Heilman (D-Dollar Bay). It 
died in committee. 

This year Rep. Edward 
Mahalak (D-Romulus) 
sponsored a bonus bill giving 
veterans a $500 maximum and 
educational benefits of $1,000 a 
year for two years. 

Sen. James D. Gray (D- 
Warren) built on Mahalak’s 
plan, but extended the 
educational plan to four years 
and offered a state- 
guaranteed loan of up to 
$10,000 for buying a home or 
business. 

Gray appeared at the 
meeting at which Rep. Joseph 
P. Swallow (R-Alpena) 
proposed a $100 million bond 
issue for the 1971 ballot and is 
seeking a two-thirds vote 
in both houses, to place it 
there. 

Legislature - watchers 
expect that the veterans 
benefit issue will rank with the 
bills to benefit senior citizens 
as an attractive thing to do in 
a year presenting the election.

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Chairman denies 
PCHA election

A request by three board 
members for a special 
meeting of the Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) Board of 
Directors has been denied by 
Board Chairman Donald J. 
Pizzimenti. 

The request, signed by 
Walter Sudak, of Southgate, 
Elmer Parraghi, Sumpter 
Township, and John K. 
Kessey, of Melvindale, asked 
for a meeting for the purpose 
of conducting a new election 
for officers of the board. 

Public Act 47 of the Public 
Acts of 1945 states that the 
chair shall call a meeting at 
the request of three members 
of the board. 

However, Pizzimenti is 
basing his rejection of the 
request on an opinion from 
Authority legal counsel B. 
Ward Smith, of the firm of 
Cozadd, Shangle and Smith. 

That opinion, basically, 
states that the chairman is not 
required to call a meeting 
which would be a “futile 
effort,” to discuss something 
on which no action could be 
taken. 

The meeting would be futile, 
Smith’s opinion says, because 
there are no provisions in the 
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law by which these board 
members can arrange another 
election this year 
The PCHA board elects 
officers, an executive 
committee, and two members 
at large every year. Since 
1962, these elections have been 
held in the month of February. 

Last February, Pizzimenti 
was re-elected by only one 
vote, 23 to 22. He has been 
chairman for five years. 

“Based on a precedent of 10 
years,” Smith said, “it is our 
conclusion that an election of 
officers has been held. 
Members of the board cannot 
arbitrarily call for another 
election.” 

According to Smith, there is 
also no provision in the Public 
Act for recall of elected 
officers. 

Following the February 
election, board member Tracy 
E. Salisbury, of Ecorse, 
requested an opinion on the 
validity of the vote results. 

Salisbury was runner-up to 
Pizzimenti for chairmanship. 
Walter Sudak. who supported 
Salisbury, cites questions 
about the validity of the 
election as part of the reason 
he signed the request for a 
special meeting. 

“We feel it was not a valid 
election,” Sudak said. The 
chairman is supposed to have 
a majority vote, and that 
would have been 24. He only 
had 23.” 

In that vote count, one ballot 
was blank. The question was 
raised as .o wnether or not 
that blank vote was 
admissable. 

In the legal opinion 
requested by Salisbury, Smith 
quoted Section 5 of Act 47: 
“The members appointed by 
the respective cities, villages 
and township shall convene 
and thereupon proceed to

select the members at large 
by a majority vote.” 

However, smith stated, 
“There is no provision in the 
section requiring a majority 
vote for election of the officers 
and the members of the 
Executive Committee. It is a 
recognized principle of 
statutory construction that the 
inclusion by specific mention 
of any requirement excludes 
what is not mentioned.” 

The act, Smith said, is silent 
as to any requirements in 
connection with the election of 
the officers and the Executive 
Committee. 

“Based on the foregoing 
paragraphs,” Smith said, “we 
must conclude that the 
legislature did not intend that 
the term “majority vote” be 
applied to the election of the 
officers and the members of 
the Executive Committee.” 

He also quoted Roberts 
Rules of Order concerning 
blank ballots: “A majority 
vote when used in these rules 
means a majority of the votes 
cast, ignoring blanks, at a 
legal meeting, a quorum being 
present.” 

Pizzimenti said that he 
would not care to speculate on 
the reasons why the three 
board members were calling 
for another election. The letter 
they sent did not indicate their 
reasons. 

Sudak, however, in stating 
his dissatisfaction with the 
election procedure, also said 
he is angry over the fact that 
the Authority has hired a 
Chicago consulting firm to 
work on the new PCHA 
Hospital being planned for 
Taylor. 

“I am really disturbed to 
think,” Sudak said, “that with 
Michigan being a leading state 
in unemployment, these 
people would go to an Illinois 
firm.” 

He slated that the Authority 
has hired a local firm to 
handle renovation work at the 
present PCHA hospitals. “L 
they are qualified for that, 
then why not to build a new 
hospital?” he added.

The zeppelin, those giant

Bernardo Bertolucci is more than a romantic, he is an 
improvisational romantic. As such, his films have the flavor 
of a man who experiments, who sees “what plays and what 
doesn’t.” They are designed to catch you up in their essense 
rather than to allow you to stand back and coldly analyze 
them. 

“The Conformist,” for example, a study of a Fascist agent 
in 1938 working for Mussolini’s state, defies dissection at the 
logical level. Hopefully we will not explain Marcello’s life in 
terms of the homosexual chauffeur who seduced him at age 
13 and whom he shot. Let us not look for the life of the son in 
the souls of the parents, the father institutionalized and the 
mother flighty. Let us merely accept Marcello at the level 
implied by the film’s title: to get along in D Duce’s society* 
you had best be on D Duce’s side — and it’s even better to be 
his representative, even as a hired killer. 

Marcello’s yearnings for respectability lead him to a 
marriage with the extremely middle-class Giulia, but even

Our readers write 

Carlson blasts lily’s facts’ in letter 


To the editor: 

Facts, facts, who has the facts? A person who presents 
“facts” in public print infers at least that such “facts” are 
truthful. Right? Right! 

So, suppose two people, let’s call them Mr. Carlson and Mr. 
Bly, print “facts” in the local paper. 

Now, whose “facts” might you choose to believe - Mr. Bly, 
who less than a year ago under threat of a lawsuit, publicly 
printed a retraction of his previously published “facts”? The 
retraction was signed “The Bly Slate Campaign Committee” 
and said in part “these statements (facts) have been found to 
be inaccurate and are hereby retracted”; or, might you 
rather have confidence, in the facts of Mr. Carlson who has 
never had a single published fact questioned as to its truth¬ 
fulness. 

1 — my 1968 analysis of the 1968-69 school year year budget 
proposal, 2 — stated that only our state legislators can 
change the tax structure of mobile home parks, and 3 — the 
new statewide secondary school tests cannot be directly 
correlated with 1963 data. 

Please note: if presenting facts such as these constitutes an 
attack on someone, then you, Rod, and Mr. Webster have a 
very deep hangup on the definition of the word “attack”. 

Now, if you actually want to attack someone in print, you 
do just as Rod did in last week’s paper. You ignore what your 
victim has previously said and just accuse him of any wild 
action that comes to mind. Then, regardless of how often you 
are corrected by your victim, you just keep dreaming up new 
“facts”. A typical “attack” might go like this: 

Rod - Isn’t it a fact, Don, that you beat your wife? 

Don - No, my wife is a judo expert and would probably turn 
me inside out. 

Rod - Isn’t it a fact that you beat your dog? 

Don - No, I don’t own a dog. 

Ron - Well, then isn’t it a fact that you beat your cat? 

Don - Look, the only animal I have in the house is my 
daughter’s hamster. 

Rod - A-ha, isn’t if a fact that you beat your hamster? 

Don - No, my hamster wighs 426 pounds. When he barks, I 
listen. 

So you just go on and on ad infinitum. 

P.S. — I do beat my rugs which is really dirty work. 

In any event, true to form, Mr. Bly carefully avoids saying 
that any of my facts are incorrect. Rather, he proposes a new 
set of his own brand of “facts”. Let’s review his “facts” as 
they relate to me. 

Bly “fact”: “Isn’t it a fact, Don, that you yourself stated 
that the laws of the State of Michigan demand that monies 
appropriated for construction may not be used for other 
purposes, and that obviously our school board was in 
violation of that law.” 

Carlson truth: For one thing I do not pretend to be a lawyer 
and hence have never made it a practice to go around trying 
to act like one. I did not in 1968, nor have I since, ever seen in 
print such a law as you refer to. This does not mean that such 
a law does or doesn’t exist. I am not ashamed to admit that I 
don’t have the foggiest idea as to the actual existence of such 
a law. As I said, ‘I’m no lawyer. 

Bly “fact”: “Didn’t you also state that because of this 
violation and also because of, in your opinion, the school 
board’s mismangement of funds, you would not recommend 
the endorsement of that proposed five-mill increase in school 
taxes?” 

Carlson truth: As I said, I’m no lawyer and consequently 
could hardly render a legal opinion on a purported law I have 
never seen in print. Secondly, as I clearly stated in my letter 
of June 23 my financial analysis was done in 1968 (summer) 
on the proposed 1968-69. Now really, how could I accuse the 
school board of mismanagement of funds for a school year 
that hadn’t even started yet? I also clearly stated that I never 
questioned the need for added funds, only the amount. 

Bly “fact” “Isn’t if a fact, Mr. Carlson, that even after the 
people of our township, in a referendum vote, vetoed that 
project, you and your concerned cronies on the board of 
directors of the Civil Association voted to endorse that 
project?” 

Carlson truth: The referendum vote to which you refer 
overturned the zoning ordinance which would have allowed 
Mr. Volk to build 2,000 apartments. Subsequent to this vote, 
Mr. Volk appeared before the board of the Civil Association 
and presented several alternate plans, all of which included 
lesser numbers of apartments. 


In addition, Mr. Volk requested that board members visit 
his apartments in Taylor in order that the quality of his 
projects could be verified. Although I didn’t make ths trip 
myself, several of my “concerned cronies” did, including 
Chairman Jim Borst and Mrs. Julia Sawmiller. Their report 
to the board was a verification that Mr. Volk’s Taylor 
apartments were a quality project. 

Based on three factors then, the board held a public 
meeting to which all petition signers were specifically in¬ 
vited. At this meeting it was explained that: 

1 - Mr. Volk had built quality projects in the past. 

2- Mr. Volk agreed to reduce the number of apartments by 
20 per cent. 

And 3. The “deck” is clearly stacked against the township 
voters because after all the work of forcing a referendum 
vote, Mr. Volk had only to wait a few days and submit 
another rezonig request. This takes very little effort on his 
part and every indication was that the township board would 
keep on approving the rezoning. 

Hence, it appeared that sooner or later we would go down * 
the drain which would then allow Mr. Vok to go back to his 
2,000 apartment concept. This data having been presented in 
the public meeting, allowed any interested citizen an op¬ 
portunity to suggest some course of action other than ac¬ 
cepting Mr. Volk’s proposal. 

For someone who supposedly was as interested as you, Mr. 
Bly, why didn’t you raise some objection when it could have 
been considered, rather than waiting three years and then 
“discovering new facts”? 

Bly “fact”: “If your reasoning was correct in 1968, and you 
were certain you were correct, then why do we need more tax 
dollars now?” 

Carlson truth: First of all, as I stated in my letter, several 
factors have entered the picture all of which affect costs. 
Rather than repeat this, Rod, please just read my June 23 
letter. I would like to point out, however, that the answer to 
your question is as simple as this - in 1968 you fed your family 
for $32 a week, so why should you need to spend anymore 
today? If you don’t know, just ask any housewife. 

Bly “fact”: “You now tell us, Mr. Carlson, that the Civic 
Association endorsed the last proposed three-mill increase, 
etc., etc.” 

Carlson truth: The results of the board vote was first 
placed in the paper at the direction of the association 
chairman. It was an open vote, what’s to argue about? 

Bly “fact”: “The facts are that in 1968 the Civic 
Association had over 200 members but by the careful 
maneuvering of Mr. Carlson and his pals, they have suc¬ 
cessfully handcuffed that organization’s will to take a stand 
on any issue.” 

Carlson truth: First of all, I wasn’t even a board member 
during 1970-71, so for the last year I wasn’t in a position to 
“maneuver” anyone. Secondly, I defy you to produce a single 
board member who will admit with documentation, that they 
were “maneuvered” by me. 

Bly “fact”: The fact is that the decision to endorse the 
three-mill increase in school taxes was made by a grand total 
of seven members, led by Mr. Carlson.” 

✓ Carlson truth: Wrong as usual, Rod. The vote was 9 for 3 
against. 

Bly “fact”: “As I stated earlier, lvir. Carlson will attack 
any group of citizens who try to do a public service for our 
community. He has obviously been bought paid for, signed, 
sealed and delivered to perform that function.” 

Carlson truth: I have always been willing to stand behind 
anything I ever put in a public letter. Now it’s your turn, 
Rod. With regard to your above stated “fact”, either publish 
who bought me off, how much I got and when this took place 
or be man enough to admit that your statement is just 
another typical Bly “fact” 

In conclusion, I feel that anyone who writes letters to the 
editor, questioning other township residents, deserves an 
answer. So Rod. this letter is vour answer. 

Consequently, I have no intention of correcting anymore of 
your absurd “facts” because you can obviously dream up 
“facts” much faster than I can research truthful answers. 
So, if you like, rave on -1, plus the many township voters who 
so thoroughly repudiated you in the last election, understand 
your problem. 

Reference - in the last township election, Mr. Bly got the 
lowest vote count of any of the 14 candidates on the ballot.

Screens set 
garden tone 


Planters and screens lend 
focal points to garden 
landscaping. Combined with 
plantings, screens of western 
wood attractively separate 
outdoor living areas of a yard. 

Screens serve a basic 
background role, as most 
plantings change personalities 
with the seasons, or are 
planted anew each year. 
Screens also afford privacy 
without blocking air 
circulation necessary for 
healthy plant growth. 

A staggered set of three 
five-foot screens attached to 
planter boxes can be different. 
The planters, built of 2x8-inch 
western red cedar boards, are 
one, two and three boards 
high, which gives the stair¬ 
step effect. 

The screens are of lx2-inch 
strips, spaced a half-inch 
apart on a frame of 2x4-inch 
red cedar. Louvered screens 
of 1x4 boards also could be 
used. 

Planter screen 

combinations can be used to 
add a more distinctive look to 
a flat, uninspired front yard, 
or to semi-enclose a backyard 
outdoor living or entertaining 
area. Beauty and utility can 
be combined readily.

Design principles for 
interior decorating can be 
used as well in yards and 
gardens, say Michigan State 
University extension 
specialists. The laws of scale, 
color, shape and special 
relationships apply to natural 
as well as manmade objects— 
trees and furniture; 
shrubbery and paintings, 
according to Margaret 
Boschetti, home furnishing 
specialist, and Joe Cox, 
landscape artchitect. 

They make these 
suggestions for maximizing 
the use and beauty of “living 
space”: 

—Start with what you have. 
An analysis of the positive 
and negative features of your 
home will help you devise a 
plan for improvement. 


Consider the size and shape 
of each room, and of your lot 
or lawn. Where are the traffic 
paths and permanently 
installed objects? How do you 
use the neighboring spaces— 
both inside and out? 

—Analyze your family’s 
needs. Most families need 
room for three major 
activities around the home: 
private, social and work. 
Ideally, the spaces provided 
for these needs are adjacent to 
each other. For example, 
outside service areas such as 
the garage and garden would 
be near the kitchen and inside 
utility areas. Exterior living 
spaces, patios, porches, etc., 
are a natural extension of the 
indoor living and dining areas. 

—Make a plan for 


organizing the total space. 
Ask yourself what placement 
of chairs, tables, patio 
furniture, recreation areas, 
etc. is best for the traffic 
patterns, the structural and 
mechanical features of your 
home. How do the flowers and 
furniture look against their 
backgrounds? Does the plan 
meet your family’s needs to 
the fullest? 

—Experiment with visual 
balance to create a feeling 
that is comfortable without 
being commonplace. Too 
much symmetry is 
monotonous; whether in an 
uninterrupted row of shrubs or 
a sofa flanked by identical 
lamps and end tables. Strive 
for unusual arrangements. 
Whether your family is active 
or relaxed, formal or 
informal, the arrangement of 
furniture and plantings can 
reflect your life style.

— Consider the 
relationship between 
furnishings and plantings and 
the spaces they occupy. 
Organic materials in the 
natural environment 
constantly change in color, 
texture, form and mass while 
they remain stationary in the 
landscape, the specialists 
point out. To introduce variety 
inside, rearrange furnishings 
as often as your family 
wants. 

The appearance of plants at 
maturity should guide you in 
selecting and planting them; 
shifting of accessories 
constantly challenges your 
imagination to create new 
interior compositions. 

Details add depth and 
richness to the total plan. For 
example, do your room and 
yard contain a surprise or two 
to delight the eye? A basket of 
pine cones beside the 
fireplace? A ceramic bird 
perched near a potted plant? 
A moss-covered stump nestled 
in an out-of-the-way comer of 
your garden? 

Remember that 
experimentation and freedom 
to try the dramatic often pay 
off, the specialists agree.

Disposable fabrics to aid pollution 


“Wsle,” a key word in 
today’s environmental crisis 
even applies to fabrics, says 
Bernetta Kahabka, extension 
textiles specialist at Michigan 
Stale University. 

Manufactuerers and 
consumers are becoming 
more an more concerned 
about what happens to 
products after they have been 
used, she says. Do certain 
methods of disposal contribute 
to the pollution problem? How 
can these be improved? 

Manufacturers and 
consumers are becoming 
more an more concerned 
about what happens to 
products after they have been 
used, she says.

Manufacturers of nonwoven 
disposable fabrics (diapers, 
sheets, pillowcases, blankets, 
industrial uniforms, etc), are 
developing methods of 


handling these products after 
use. 

One manufacturer is selling 
a compactor which can 
compress garbage at a ten-to- 
one ratio. The compressed 
packages can be used as land 
fill. 

Another process reclaims 
and recycles disposables, 
Miss Kahabka explains. They 
are beaten with water to form 
a usable pulp. 

Self-destructing methods 
are a new development 
especially for use in 
throwaway undergarments.

One self- 
destructing process uses 
additives which aborb 
ultraviolet light and cause the 
fiber to degrade. 

Incinceration is a good way 
to get rid of disposables, 
especially in surgical products 
with danger of contamination 


One drawback, the specials 
says, is that some fire- 
retardant chemicals used in 
treating disposables give oil 
danerous fumes when burned 


All of these methods are 
based on the principle of 
cumer cooperation, Miss 
Kahabka says. Every process 
of waste disposal requires that 
consumers recognize the 
importance of discarding used 
textile disposables separtely 
from other waste products. 

Dealers diversify 

An estimated 70 percent of 
all materials used in light 
construction is sold through 
lumber yards and other 
retailers. One-third of these 
dealers also are home 
builders, and two-fifths of 
them sell package 
remodeling.

Mobile home industry in trouble, says official 


Representatives of the 
Michigan mooile home 
industry and financial 
institutions are holding 
emergency meetings with 
Michigan ' legislators and 
departments of State 


government in an effort to 
clarify the law relating to 
mobile home financing. 

A recent opinion by Atty. 
Gen. Frank J. Kelley focused 
attention on an area of legal 
confusion. 


What’s the emergency? 

Dan Dowsett, executive 
secretary of the Michigan 
Mobile Home Institute, says: 

“Michigan’s $250,000,000 per 
year mobile home industry is 


£ 



paralyzed since the opinion 
because banks choose not to 
lend without clearly defined 
legal authority. 

“Meantime, thousands of 
buyers want loans for their 
new homes and are quite 
willing to pay the current rate 
which is far below what they 
could have been charged 
under the Retail Installment 
Sales Act. 

“These consumers are now 
stranded while waiting to 
move to their new homes. 

“Sales (»f mobile homes,” he 
says, “have completely 
stopped. Manufacturing is 
being cutback. Ten thousand 
jobs are in jeopardy.” 

The 20,000 new units sold 
annually in Michigan 
represent 25 per cent of all 
housing starts in the State. 


Approximately half of the 
homes are financed on five or 
seven year contracts mostly 
by young married couples who 
pay an average price of about 
$6800. for their completely 
furnished homes. 

—Since mobile homes are 
sold completely furnished, 
installment buyers actually 
have been saving on finance 
charges for refrigerators, 
stoves, carpeting and other 
furniture which are part of the 
complete package financed 
for 10 per cent to 12 per cent 
instead of the 18 per cent 


charged by most department 
and appliance stores. 

What’s to be done? 

Dowsett siad that it is 
urgent that every effort. be 
made to insure a final action 
that will adequately protect 
the 100,000 Michigan families 
living in mobile housing. 

He said that eacji delay of a 
day in solving he financing 
problem is harmful to 
Michigan’s fast growing 
mobile home industry which 
now ranks fifth in the nation in 
supplying low cost, modern 
housing to thousands of 
families.

Ford bill to counter 
postal employee gag 


A two-pronged attack on the 
U.S. Postal Service ‘‘gag 
rule” was launched last week 
by Congressman William D. 
Ford, a member of the House 
Committee on Post Office and 
Civil Service. 

Congressman Ford has been 
one of the most vociferous 
opponents of the “gag rule,” 
by which Postmaster General 
WmtonBIount has attempted to 
keep postal employees from 
taking their complaints or 
questions to members of 
Congress. 

On Monday, Congressman 
Ford won House approval of 
an amendment to an 
appropriations bill for the 
Postal Service, which would 
prohibit any part of the 
appropriation from being used 
to pay the salary of anyone 
attempting to enforce the gag 
rule. 

Also on Monday, he 
introduced a bill to guarantee 
the right of Postal Service 
employees to communicate 
with members of Congress. 
Congressman Ford’s bill 
would provide for a fine of up 
to$l,000and imprisonment of 
up to one year for any federal 
officer or employee who 
discriminated against any 
postal employee for 
communicating wth a 
member of Congress or a 
Congressional committee. 

The gag rule controversy 
dales back to early January, 
when Blount issued a 
memorandum ordering postal 
employees to “immediately 
cease any direct or indirect 
contacts with Congressional 
offices on matters involving 
the Postal Service.” 

Congressman Ford 
immediately wrote to all 
postmasters and postal union 
leaders in his district, urging 


them to disregard the gag rule 
and to continue contacts with 
him and his office as in the 
past. 

He declared that the order 
was in “direct contradiction to 
federal statutes and to the 
constitutional right of all 
Americans to ask their elected 
representatives for assistance 
in any matter.” 

In his amendment to the 
postal appropriations bill 
Congressman Ford specified 
that none of the money be used 
to pay the salary of any 
“officer or employee of the U.S. 
Postal Service who: Prohibits 
or prevents, or attempts to 
prohibit or prevent, any 
officer or employee of the U.S. 
Postal Service from having 
any direct oral or written 
communication with any 
member or committee of 
Congress in connection with 
any matter pertaining to the 
employment of such officer or 
employee or pertaining to the 
Postal Service in any way ...” 

The prohibition also applies 
to any officer or employee 
who: “Removes, suspends 
from duty without pay; 
demotes; reduces in rank, 
seniority, status, pay or 
performance or efficiency 
rating; denies promotion to; 
relocates, reassigns, 

transfers, disciplines or 
discriminates in regard to any 
employment right, 
entitlement, or benefit, or any 
term or condition of 
employment ... by reason of 
any communication or contact 
... with any member or 
committee of Congress.” 

In his other legislation, 
Congressman Ford declared 
that he was both guaranteeing 
the right of postal employees 
to communicate with 
members of Congress, and 


assuring Congress that it will 
have direct access to the 
information it needs to 
evaluate the operation of the 
Postal Service. 

“This bill would prohibit 
anyone from interfering with 
the postal employee’s right to 
communicate freely. 

“It is unfortunate that 
legislation of this nature has 
become necessary. However 
in view of the policies being 
implemented by the 
Postmaster General, I can 
see no other way to guarantee 
the postal employee’s right to 
communicate with his elected 
representative in Congress,” 
Congressman Ford asserted.

Hercules Incorporated, one 
of the nation’s leading 
chemical companies in an 
effort to help provide young 
people with more knowledge 
about the insect world has 
supported the 4-H entomology 
program for the past 20 years.

Savings Bond to one winner in 
each slate. The company also 
treats 16sectional winners to an 
expense-paid trip to the 50th 
National 4-H Congress, Nov. 
28-Dec. 2 And at that event will 
award $700 educational 
scholarships to six 
accomplished young 
scientists. 

Over two decades of 
association with 4-H, Hercules 
also has supported the 


development of popular 
educational materials. A 
Handbook of the Insect World 
is used as guide to insect 
identification. And two 
manuals for 4-H members and 
a leauers’ guide have been 
developed for easy adaptation 
within the various states.

Receives support of Blue Cross bill 


degree 

A Romulus man was among 
128 seniors who received 
diplomas at the University of 
Michigan-Dearbon’s annual 
spring commencement. 
Sunday, June 13. Ronald R. 
Wheeler, 29460 Prescott, was 
awarded a bachelor of arts 
degree. 


In a letter delivered to all 
members of the State 
Legislature, President 
William C. Marshall and 
Secretary-Treasurer Walter 
Campbell of the Michigan 
State AFL-CIO urged the 
representatives and senators 
to support the Senate 
Substitute for House Bill 4030. 

This measure would require 
Blue Cross to extend its 


customers’ coverage to 
hospitals with which the 
company had no accreditation 
contract. 

At present, if a Blue Cross 
member requiring 
hospitalization goes to any 
hospital in the state other than 
the 247 under contract with the 
company, he is forced to pay a 
much larger share of his bill 
than he would in one of the 


“contract” hospitals. 

Blue Cross accreditation 
involves meeting standards 
set by that organization, over 
and above the standards 
required by the state in 
licensing hospitals. 

In their letter to the 
legislators, the two labor 
leaders said the bill would 
“give our members and all 
Blue Cross subscribers the 


best protection possible” 
under their contracts, and 
provide a “Free choice of 
hospital and doctor and 
assurance that their hospital 
bills be paid.” 

“Blue Shieif already pays 
doctors in non-participating 
hospitals, so why permit Blue 
Cross to dictate and 
discriminate between 
hospitals?” the letter asked.
